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New City Council In Action

With fewer than a dozen citizens in the audience, the new city 
council conducted its first regular meeting, on October 1, with 
dispatch. 


Two reports of the Advisory 
Planning Board were accepted. 
The first, on land acquisition, rec¬ 
ommends that the city proceed with 
the acquisition of 30 acres in Parcel 
1. (PRAB had recommended ac¬ 
quiring all 75 acres in parcel 1). 
The second relates to the location 
of the new post office, which is ex¬ 
pected to employ 117 persons and 
serve a population of 50,000. Coun¬ 
cil noted that no satisfactory sub¬ 
stitute for the site west of the 
Crescent-Parkway intersection 
(which is not for sale) has been 
found. 

Consideration of two proposed 
ordinances on financial disclosure 
was postponed to the first council 
meeting in December. Councilman 
Gil Weidenfeld said that by then a 
model ordinance in preparation by 
the Maryland Municipal League 
should be available. 

$1,000 - The Limit 

In connection with the audit re¬ 
port for 1972-73, the clerk read a 
letter from city auditor L, R. Hen¬ 
dricks noting that routine purchases 
of concrete from A. H. Smith some¬ 
times exceed (although with pru¬ 
dence) $1,000 a month — the statu¬ 
tory limit for authorization by the 
city manager without prior referral 
to council. Hendricks suggested 
that a reexamination of this limit 
might be in order. 

councilman. t>chwan opined that 
the $1,000 limit may be too restric- 
tn r e, and Councilman Weidenfeld 
agreed, saying it is outdated by in¬ 
flationary costs in construction. 
City Solicitor Nanna^characterized 
the present limit as “unrealistic 
and ridiculous.” The mayor re¬ 
quested city manager Giese to pre¬ 
pare a proposal for council, and 
Giese remarked that the require¬ 
ments for purchasing procedures 
also need revision. The mayor ex¬ 
pressed the hope that the city man¬ 
ager and solicitor would go over 
everything together, not just the 
item dealing with the $1,000 limit; 
and former mayor Edgar Smith, 
speaking from the audience, said 
the city charter has needed revision 
for years — and that he believes 
the $1,000 limit may date from 1937. 

Springhill Lake Affairs 

Councilman Weidenfeld inquired 
when the architectural plans for 
the Springhill Lake Recreation 
Center will be ready (by early 
spring, Giese thought) and urged 
accelerated action. Councilman 
Thomas X. White asked whether 
the rec. center would mean phasing 
out the golf course, and was told 
that a 9-hole course would still be 
possible. 

A petition from Springhill Lake 
residents was presented, request¬ 
ing permission to continue dis¬ 
playing the sign directing visitors 
to the rental office, which Giese 
wanted to make less conspicuous. 
On learning that this sign is the 
only guide provided for visitors, 
council found nothing objectiona¬ 
ble about it. 

Other Actions of Council 

At the suggestion of Councilman 
Charles Schwan, the council voted 
that the city contribute $250 to the 
Roland fund, for medical expenses, 
and that it investigate other pos¬ 
sible sources of funds. 

Judge Edgar Smith rose to point 
out that under the present plan 
for renovating the center mall, no 
provision is made for concrete 
walks in front of the center stores, 
and moved that this matter be re¬ 
ferred to the city solicitor. The mo¬ 
tion was carried unanimously with¬ 
out debate. Earlier in the evening, 
Mayor Richard Pilski had wel¬ 
comed Judge Smith as a visitor 
and had presented him with the 


gavel he had used during his years 
as mayor of Greenbelt. 

A petition from a group of par¬ 
ents in Charlestowne Village in re¬ 
gard to dangerous conditions at 
the intersection of Lakecrest Drive 
and Lakeside was placed on the 
agenda for the next council meet¬ 
ing. 

Council spent considerable time 
working over a draft for a state¬ 
ment on the Greenbriar temporary 
sewage treatment plant, to be pre¬ 
sented at a meeting of the Mary¬ 
land Council on Environment in 
Annapolis on October 2.

Greenbriar Issue Reaches 
State Highest Level

The narrow issue was whether the Maryland State Depart¬ 
ment of Health and Mental Hygiene (SDHMH) could legally issue 
a construction permit for the Greenbriar sewage treatment plant 
at this stage. But to the many participants at last Tuesday’s 3-hour 
*‘public airing” before the State’s Environmental Council at An¬ 
napolis, there were many other is sues.

Seek to Collect From Kay 
For Unbuilt Sewage Plant

Prince Georges County is seek¬ 
ing to collect $500,000 from 
the Greenbriar developers for not 
having fulfilled their agreement to 
complete construction of the sew¬ 
age treatment plant by October 1, 
according to Jay Morris, aide to 
county executive William Gullett. 

“The bond was posted voluntar¬ 
ily and the risk was theirs,” said 
Morris. “We realize that part of 
the delays that have occurred was 
not their fault, but feel that in the 
present climate, it would be best 
to have the courts weigh the mat¬ 
ter, rather than having Gullett ac¬ 
cused of making an arbitrary de¬ 
cision.” 

Kay’s reaction was not unexpect¬ 
ed. “We certainly are not liable 
when we cannot even get the nec¬ 
essary governmental agencies to 
issue the permits required in order 
to build the plant,” he indignantly 
said. The bonding company has 
been informed not to pay the bond, 
he said. 

“We have been stopped from con¬ 
struction by the State Department 
of Health and Mental Hygiene and 
N^lSA has refused to grant us at 
this time an easement for the pip¬ 
ing of the effluent to a free-flowing 
stream — a condition imposed by 
the county that is now asking us 
to forfeit the bond,” Kay contin¬ 
ued. 

“Furthermore,” he said, “the 
manufacturer of the plant advises 
us that the production of various 
components of the plant have been 
delayed because the county reques¬ 
ted that the component parts for the 
Largo sports arena be made avail¬ 
able first. The manufacturer ac¬ 
quiesced to the county executive,” 
Kay said it was his intent to ask 
for equity from the court.

Influenza Shots 

Dr. Neil Solomon, Maryland’s 
Secretary of Health and Mental Hy¬ 
giene, has recommended two differ¬ 
ent vaccinations for high risk 
groups, mostly the elderly and 
those chronically ill with heart, 
lung and kidney diseases, because 
of new types of influenza virus. 

It is not advisable for pregnant 
women or for children, unless they 
fall in the high risk group of chron¬ 
ically ill. Persons sensitive to eggs 
or egg products should avoid the 
vaccine. 


the major issue was the risk to 
human health, welfare and safety 
and the natural environment. Ac¬ 
cording to the developer Alan Kay 
the issue was the attention accor¬ 
ded the “no-growth” advocates. Ac¬ 
cording to Governor Marvin Man- 
del, the issue was that many citi¬ 
zens see the government as a 
bureaucracy unwilling to act where¬ 
as he felt it was the duty of gov¬ 
ernment to give answers and make 
decisions. 

The meeting had been called as 
the result of reports in the press 
that Governor Mandel and Lt. Gov. 
Blair Lee III had interceded with 
Dr. Neil Solomon, State Secretary 
of Health and Mental Hygiene, in 
an unsuccessful attempt to have 
Solomon issue a construction permit 
for the treatment plant. Opponents 
of the plant had accused Mandel 
and Lee of giving preferential 
treatment to the Greenbriar devel¬ 
oper because of the latter’s cam¬ 
paign contributions. 

Governor Mandel 

The Governor opened the meet¬ 
ing by denying that his action in 
calling Solomon on the telephone 
was improper. He said he wanted 
to find out “what the pertinent facts 
were,” and “that it is the right of 
any citizen to get answers from 
government.” 

Dr. Solomon then explained the 
basis for his action in holding up 
the construction permit. He said 
that it would be against the intent 
of State law for SDHMH to act be¬ 
fore necessary permits to discharge 
the effluent from the plant into a 
receiving stream are issued by the 
Maryland State Department of 
Water Resources in coordination 
with the U. S'. Environmental Pro- 

CITY NOTES 

Now in the midst of renovation, 
the Center Mall sidewalks are cur¬ 
rently being broken up, one third 
of the area at a time. Concrete 
will be poured to be followed by a 
bomanite surface. Three State Con¬ 
struction Company is doing the 
excavating and the concrete work, 
and another construction firm will 
come in to install the bomanite. 

The paper recycling program re¬ 
ceived a boost when the city was 
notified it will be receiving $10 a 
ton for the paper collected. This is 
an increase of $4 a ton. The in¬ 
crease is due to a shortage in the 
pulp paper industry making recy- 
clical paper more marketable. 
Nearly sixteen tons of paper were 
collected last week. 

The general crew did street 
patching on Springhill Drive in 
preparation for resurfacing. 

Public Works spread silt stock¬ 
piled at the bay end of the lake 
when the lake was last cleaned.

The Parks Crew cut grass, clean¬ 
ed parks and playgrounds, and 
maintained the football field. The 
chipper was also out picking up 
debris from the roadside.

tection Agency (EPA). 

He was backed up by an opinion 
from Warren K. Rich, Water Re¬ 
sources special assistant attorney 
general. Rich said that new State 
regulations that went into effect 
on July 1, 1973 require such a dis¬ 
charge permit, even though the de¬ 
veloper maintained that the SDH¬ 
MH had given first-stage construc¬ 
tion approval prior to July 1. 

Developer Protests 

Richard Schifter, representing the 
developer, had maintained that 
SDHMH notification on March 2, 
1973 that Greenbriar Associates may 
“proceed with the preparation of 
final plans and specifications” con¬ 
stituted approval in principle of 
the plant. He further noted that 
on July 16, 1973, SDHMH had con¬ 
firmed to the Washington Suburban 
Sanitary Commission that the 
Greenbriar plans were satisfactory. 

“Suddenly” Schifter said, “the 
signals seemed to shift, yhe en¬ 
gineering staff (SDHMH) now in¬ 
dicated that even though every¬ 
thing was in proper order, they 
could no longer issue a construction 
permit” Schifter attributed this 
change to “Sftiall but extraordinar¬ 
ily vocal community opposition.” He 
charged that the Department's re¬ 
fusal to act was based neither on 
reason of health nor on reasons of 
law. 

“What we wanted the health de¬ 
partment to do,” said Schifter, 
“was to perform its legal responsi¬ 
bility by issuing our construction 
permit. When the Department re¬ 
fused to act, we appealed its non¬ 
action to the Lt. Gov. Our purpose 
was not to inject politics but to 
cause the elected leadership of the 
State to tell the Health Depart¬ 
ment to stop playing politics, not 
to let itself be pressured by that 
tiny but vocal minority ...” 

Solomon Replies 

Solomon admitted that the devel¬ 
oper has cooperated with the SDH¬ 
MH in adopting many improve¬ 
ments for the plant. But he insis¬ 
ted that it was illegal for SDHMH 
to issue a construction permit and 
* in no way, shape, or form has 
politics influenced me.” If the rul¬ 
ing was considered to be wrong, 
Solomon said, then the developer 
should have exhausted his adminis¬ 
trative remedies and sought an ap¬ 
peal.* 

Schifter also maintained that Wa¬ 
ter Resources could have issued a 
discharge permit without coordina¬ 
ting with EPA. James Coulter, 
Secretary, Department of Natural 
Resources, disputed this, though he 
said that if EPA procedures were 
inordinately delayed, then the a- 
gency would feel justified in acting 
on its own after a public hearing, 
(After the meeting it was disclosed 
that such a public hearing will pro¬ 
bably be held in Greenbelt.) 
Coulter added that the developer 
would still have the responsibility 
to meet EPA’s requirements.

Fire House on Crescent Road, near 
St. Hugh’s Church. 

The third thought is that parents 
and teachers should impress on our 
youngsters the need to preserve 
trees and shrubs, especially in those 
wooded areas that still remain. The 
unwitting destruction of trees and 
underbrush not only interferes with 
the renewing efforts of nature to 
cleanse our air through plant and 
tree leaves, but also destroys the 
habitat of birds and animals.

Peoples Zoning Council 

In one of its first legislative re¬ 
sponses to a recent court decision 
scrapping Charter’s zoning provi¬ 
sions, Prince Georges Council una¬ 
nimously voted for re-creation of a 
people’s zoning counsel to appear 
at zoning hearings on the public’s 
behalf. 

The county ordinance, enacted 
August 13, was proposed by Council 
Chairman John J. Garrity and 
Councilman Francis. B. Francois 
and comes under the provisions of 
the Regional District Act. A peo¬ 
ple’s zoning counsel was created 
under Specific Charter mandate. 

The Regional District Act in a re¬ 
cent Maryland Court Appeals de¬ 
cision, was upheld as the guiding 
light on zoning matters in the met¬ 
ropolitan area. The court, in the 
same decision, ruled Charter s zon¬ 
ing provisions weren’t sufficient in 
accordance with the regional act. 

The attorneys must appear at all 
zoning hearings to protect the pub¬ 
lic interest and insure all evidence 
and points of law are included in 
the official record. 

The act allows the counsel to 
summon, examine and cross-exam¬ 
ine witnesses, introduce documen¬ 
tary evidence, file exceptions and 
make arguments before the zoning 
hearing examiner or District Coun¬ 
cil.

NOTICE OF CHARTER AMENDMENT 

On September 10, 1973 the City Council of Greenbelt, Maryland adopted 
Charter Amendment Resolution Number 1973-5, and the following 
Title of the Resolution is a fair summary of the amendment: 

Charter Amendment Resolution Number 1973-5 

RESOLUTION OF THE CITY OF GREENBELT ADOPTED PUR¬ 
SUANT TO THE AUTHORITY OF ARTICLE 11E OF THE CONSTI¬ 
TUTION OF MARYLAND AND SECTION 13 OF ARTICLE 23A 
OF THE ANNOTATED CODE OF MARYLAND (1957 EDITION AS 
AMENDED), TITLE “CORPORATION-MUNICIPAL”, SUBTITLE, 
“HOME RULE”, TO AMEND THE CHARTER OF THE CITY OF 
GREENBELT, SAID CHARTER BEING SECTION 40 OF ARTICLE 
17 OF THE CODE OF PUBLIC LOCAL LAWS OF MARYLAND 
(1963 EDITION) AND CONTAINING IN WHOLE OR IN PART 
THE CHARTER OF THE CITY OF GREENBELT, BY ADDING 
A NEW SECTION 23A, CAMPAIGN FINANCIAL REPORTS, TO 
PROVIDE BY ORDINANCE THAT THE CITY COUNCIL MAY 
PROVIDE FOR THE REPORTING OF CAMPAIGN CONTRIBU¬ 
TIONS AND EXPENDITURES, PROVIDED SUCH ORDINANCE 
SHALL BECOME EFFECTIVE WITHIN SIXTY DAYS PRECED¬ 
ING AN ELECTION AND TO PROVIDE THAT NO PERSON SHALL 
BE DEEMED ELECTED AS COUNCILMAN UNLESS ALL RE¬ 
QUIRED REPORTS HAVE BEEN FILED. 

The above amendment shall become and be considered a part of the 
Charter of the City of Greenbelt, Maryland, according to the terms 
of the amendment, in all respects to be effective and observed as such, 
upon the 30th day of October, 1973, unless on or before the fortieth 
day after passage, which shall be the 20th day of October, 1973 there 
shall be presented to the Council of the City of Greenbelt, Maryland, 
or mailed to it by registered mail, a petition for referendum signed 
by twenty percent or more of the persons qualified to vote in the gen¬ 
eral election of the City of Greenbelt, requesting that the above Char¬ 
ter Amendment be submitted to referendum to the voters of the City 
of *Greenbelt. 

A copy of the above Charter Amendment Resolution is posted in the 
Greenbelt Municipal Building in accordance with the requirements 
of Section 13(d) of Article 23A of the Annotated Code of Maryland, 
and may be obtained from the City Clerk, 25 Crescent Road, Green¬ 
belt.

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GHI Board Considers 
Home Resale Problems

The Greenbelt Homes, Inc. board’s regular Thursday night 
meeting went an hour past its nominal 10:30 closing time, mainly 
because of extensive discussions of member problems and a report 
on home resale policy, which has finally emerged from a finance 
subcommittee. The board also considered what steps might be ta¬ 
ken by the corporation in connection with the recent flurry of 
events surrounding the Greenbriar development. 


Director Thomas X. White noted 
the pressures recently applied by 
high state officials on behalf of 
the Greenbriar developer and drew 
attention also to the fact that the 
developer is now suing for a con 
struction permit. He suggested that 
GHI send a representative to the 
recently set-up meeting on Green¬ 
brier slated for October 2 in An 
napolis, because “we must con¬ 
tinually remind (the public offi¬ 
cials) that the public interest must 
be uppermost.” On a motion by 
director Donald Volk. White was 
authorized to represent the corpor 
ation at the Annapolis meeting. 

White further urged that the cor ¬ 
poration should go to court to ob¬ 
tain an injunction against the conn 
ty for its ‘‘abrogation of responsi 
bility” in not having revoked the 
developer’s permits on the basis of 
non-compliance already shown. Di 
rectors Norman Weyel and Joseph 
Comproni felt that the city should 
undertake such an action, with the 
corporation's support. Chairman 
James Smith agreed with the latter 
approach, but was also in favor of 
exploring the feasibility of a cor¬ 
poration suit with attorney Albert 
Ginsberg. 

Home Resale Report 

A report by a four -man finance 
subcommittee on home resale poll 
cy was submitted to the board by 
director White, covering the follow 
ing five points: 

1. How much should GHI parti 
cipate in profits derived from the 
resale of homes beyond the current 
two-year limit on profit-taking? 

2. What emphasis should be 
placed on CHI's own role in home 
selling? 

3. What steps might be taken 
with respect to improving the ef 
feotiveness of the GHI sales or¬ 
ganization ? 

4. Should GHI expand its activity 
in buying homes for rehabilitation 
and sale? 

5< Should GHI consider an assess ¬ 
ment against real estate brokers 
for the costs of processing GHT 
home sales ? 

Point 5 had been previously settl¬ 
ed by a board action setting an ad 
ministrative fee of $100 per sale. 
The subcommittee felt that point 3 
lay within the province of the man¬ 
ager, and therefore abstained from 
making a judgment on the sales or¬ 
ganization; with respect to point 2 
also, it saw “no special need to in¬ 
crease or decrease GHT involve- 
ment in sales effort.” However, it 
urged an expansion of the corpor¬ 
ation’s activity in buying back 
homes, (point 4) and recommended 
against attempting to share in pro¬ 
fits obtained on homes beyond the 
two-year limit (point 1). 

In the following discussion, dir¬ 
ector Hugh O’Donnell and manager 
Roy B reash ears agreed with the 
recommendation on point 1, saying 
that they favored a policy that 
would actually reduce resale prices 
and therefore property taxes. Dir¬ 
ector Comproni, on the other hand, 
did not see‘anything wrong in build¬ 
ing up GHI’s “vested interest” in the 
homes, since he felt GHI had con 
tributed to the resale value of the 
homes. Director Smith disagreed 
with both sides on the particular 
reasons they brought up, arguing 
that “we’re kidding ourselves if we 
think we can lower our taxes by 
lowering the resale prices” and 
that “basically the member pays for 
improving the value of his home”; 
in any case he favored all the rec¬ 
ommendations of the report. White 
and Smith agreed with Comproni 
that the discussion of these items 
should be carried over to the next 
agenda, with White remarking that 
the discussion itself was proving 
useful 

Members’ Problems 

Three problems of members were 
dealt with by the board at the be¬ 


ginning of the meeting. The first 
concerned a proposed addition to 
an end home, of which the location 
was objected to by a neighbor. On 
a motion by director Volk, the ad¬ 
dition was authorized to be located 
so that the neighbor would have 
the least interference; the motion 
still allowed for other compromises 
on the part of the two members 
concerned. 

A second problem was brought up 
by a member who wished to have a 
radiator removed to provide clear¬ 
ance for French doors. The board 
and manager in this case were re¬ 
luctant to allow complete removal 
of the radiator, because of the loss 
of heating capacity, and instead 
authorized only relocation of the 
radiator. 

Thp third member problem was 
more of a major concern to the 
board, consisting of a request to 
allow subletting of the home be¬ 
cause of difficulty in selling it (the 
member in question has also com 
mitted himself to purchasing a 
house outside Greenbelt). Director 
Ted Byerly first moved to grant an 
exception from the present ban on 
sublets, for a period of one year; 
director O’Donnell and manager 
Breashears favored a shorter peri¬ 
od of six months to allow periodic 
reconsideration. But directors Com¬ 
proni and White spoke against al 
lowing an exception on the grounds 
that this “would open the flood 
gates” to other su*ch requests, Di 
rector Byerly then withdrew his 
first motion in view of this reluc¬ 
tance and the matter was tabled 
for discussion by the executive 
committee. 

Heating Changes 

Recently the board has acted to 
approve the installation of “turbu 
lators” in the flues of GHI’s four 
large- heating plants, to improve 
their efficiency. Director O’Donnell 
now urged the additional installa¬ 
tion of four pressure-atomizing 
burners, to ensure that the turbula- 
tors achieve maximum perform 
ance and to avoid unnecessary 
cleaning of the flues. The addition 
al estimated cost of about $20,000 
was a bit of a shock to the board, 
however, even though the majority 
felt that the engineering support 
for the recommendation was con 
vincing. An interim motion by 
White was passed to authorize 
drawing up specifications for instal¬ 
ling the burners, and advertising 
the whole package of turbulators 
plus burners for bids - the ques¬ 
tion of financing the increased cost 
was deferred till later. 

Near the end of the meeting, a 
question of how much board-staff 
interaction should be allowed, out ¬ 
side of board meetings, was raised 
by director Stephen Polaschik in 
the form of a motion that all re¬ 
quests to the staff by board mem 
bers be routed through the presi¬ 
dent. Director Comproni took some 
exception to this, and defended con¬ 
tacts that he and O’Donnell have 
made with the staff in connection 
with obtaining heating information. 
The ensuing discusssion showed 
that a difference existed between 
Comproni and other board mem¬ 
bers on this point.

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Housebreaking Statistics 

Although the rate of crime re¬ 
mains below that of other jurisdic¬ 
tions, unlawful entries or attempt¬ 
ed entries of homes and businesses 
have increased during the first sev¬ 
en months of 1973 over previous 
years according to the Greenbelt 
Police Department, This year the 
city has been averaging 6.6 cases 
a month as compared to 4.7 a 
month in 1972 and 5.6 in 1971. The 
increased activity has resulted in 
a growing concern developing a- 
mong residents of the city. It has 
also resulted in rumors spreading 
which have exaggerated the sever¬ 
ity of the problem. 

In order to put the problem in 
proper perspective an analysis has 
been made of the unlawful entries 
and attempted entries for the sev¬ 
en and one-half month period be¬ 
tween January 1 and August 15, 
1973. During this period fifty-six 
cases were reported. These cases 
included entries, entries which oc¬ 
curred without force, breaking and 
enterings, entries resulting in 
thefts, and entries resulting in no 
thefts. 

57% of the cases within the 
year have been closed. (Those ar¬ 
rested may have been responsible 
for some of the other cases as 
well.) The 15 cases closed resulted 
in 18 persons being arrested. Four¬ 
teen of those arrested, or 78%, were 
juveniles. Eleven of those arrested 
or 61%, were Greenbelt residents. 

One set of statistics that reveals 
an unusual trend is that of the 
time of entry. Of the 33 residential 
cases in which an approximate 
time could be determined 64% or 
. 21 cases, took place an the daytime. 
Generally, the evening and night 
hours have been the more favored 
time for house breakers. In 8 of 
the residential cases, entry was 
made in the evening, and in 3 cases 
a late night-early morning entry 
was made. In 12 cases the time of 
entry could not be determined be¬ 
cause the residents were away for 
a long period. 

The Police Department urges all 
residents to take precautions to 
prevent breaking and entering. Re¬ 
port any suspicious activities. Ad¬ 
vise the police and your neighbors 
when you are out of town. Make 
sure all doors and windows are left 
closed and locked. Residents of 
homes and apartments having sli¬ 
ding glass doors should place an 
iron or wood bar in the door track 
to prevent the door from being op¬ 
ened if the door is forced or the 
lock picked. When away at night 
leave one or more lights on in 
rooms that cannot be observed 
from the outside. Timers are sug¬ 
gested for persons who will be a- 
way any length of time. Also, when 
away, arrange for deliveries to be 
stopped or for a neighbor to pick 
up mail and newspapers.

NASA grants an easement for an 
outfall line. 

Lt. Gov. Lee insisted that there 
has been an inexhaustible supply 
of roadblocks to the plant. He said 
that none of the techincal people 
in the State agencies are suggesting 
that the treatment plant is bad. 

Health Bisk? 

But the environmentalists would¬ 
n’t agree with (Blair’s conclusion. 
Rhea Cohen, speaking on behalf of 
several environmental agencies, en¬ 
visioned the plant as producing 
raw sewage spills, poor quality ef¬ 
fluent, major and minor machinery 
breakdowns which would over¬ 
burden existing sewage lines. 

Moreover, even if the plant were 
to operate efficiently, Ms. Cohen 
said, the effluent would still pollute, 
not improve, the stream in Green- 
belt, referring to phosphorus and 
nitrogen compounds remaining. 
She termed the plant “an experi¬ 
ment , and asked that the developer 
be required to wait for service to 
the permanent Western Branch 
sewage treatment plant. 

Dr. John Cookson, Maryland 
University professor and consultant 
to Kay, took strong exception to 
these conclusions, saying that the 
effluent from the proposed plant 
will exceed the drinking water 
standards of 1962 and is far super¬ 
ior to what is now in the receiving 
stream. The plant’s processes inclu¬ 
ding virus and phosphorus remov¬ 
al are so far advanced, he said, 
that it should be classified as a 
water reclamation plant, not a 
wastewater treatment plant. 

Schifter characterized those op¬ 
posing the plant as members of the 
no-growth movement — “those peo¬ 
ple who expect you to act as if zero 
population growth had been in ef¬ 
fect for the last twenty years.” But 
this hasn’t been the case, he said, 
and developers are building be¬ 
cause there has been a demand for 
housing. Failure to meet this de¬ 
mand would run counter to the very 
purpose of the ecology movement by 
causing overcrowding. 

Pilski Speaks 

Greenbelt Mayor Richard Pilski 
delivered a statement adopted una¬ 
nimously at Monday’s city council 
meeting which emphasized the city’s 
requirements for nitrogen removal 
the piping of the effluent, and the 
fact that the “overwhelming ma¬ 
jority of citizens of Greenbelt who 
have spoken at council meetings on 
this issue have generally expressed 
themselves as opposed to this pro ¬ 
ject for reasons such as health and 
ecological risks.” Pilski said that 
he, personally, was not afraid of the 
plant. 

Greenbelters speaking in opposi¬ 
tion to the plant were GHI Board 
Director Thomas X. White, for 
GHI, and Dorothy Baluch for the 
Save Our Community Committee. 
Environmentalists from the District 
of Columbia and Virginia also of¬ 
fered testimony. 

COURTPARENTPROGRAM 

The Court Parent Program, de¬ 
signed to protect our children 
from injuries, child molestation, 
etc., is in its seventh year in Green- 
belt. Parents are screened by the 
Police Dept, before they are given 
a “helping hand” sign to display. 
Children can go for help to any 
home displaying the sign. There 
are approximately 175 individuals 
already acting as Greenbelt Court 
Parents. 

Volunteers are needed all over 
Greenbelt, particularly in Univer¬ 
sity Square, Springhill Lake and 
Charlestowne Village. An import¬ 
ant thing to remember is that bus¬ 
ing does not affect the Court Par¬ 
ent Program; mention of our Court 
Parent program is being made to 
John Carroll PTA.

Random Sample Results 
From City Questionnaire 

Utilizing 60 questionnaires ran¬ 
domly selected, 20 from each pre¬ 
cinct, the city has obtained pre¬ 
liminary results from the Informs^ 
tion Questionnaire which voters 
completed at the polls. The city¬ 
wide tabulation was weighted, bas¬ 
ed upon the number of votes cast 
in each precinct. However, the dif¬ 
ferences in results between the vari¬ 
ous precincts appeared to be re¬ 
latively minor. Of the random sam¬ 
ples selected, 47 percent were from 
single-family homes, 25 percent 
from apartments, 22 percent from 
G.H.I. , and 4 percent from Char¬ 
lestowne Village condominiums. 
The number from single family 
homes in the random sample ap¬ 
pears to be high, and the number 
from G.H.I. low. 

City Rated Good 

Voters rated the city government 
as ‘“good” and better than the coun¬ 
ty, state and federal governments, 
which were rated “fair” with the 
county being rated slightly higher 
and the federal government slight¬ 
ly lower than the state. Individually 
all city services rated “good,” with 
police protection and recycling ac¬ 
tivities rated highest and play¬ 
ground maintenance and youth 
counseling lowest Youth counsel¬ 
ing is a relatively new city service, 
and its full impact is yet to be felt 

In 1969, the voters rated many 
of the same services. Comparing 
these ratings with the preliminary 
results for the current election, it 
would appear that the city services 
are rated very sightly better than 
in 1969. The rating for the county 
government was the same. State 
and federal governments were not 
rated in 1969. 

Rated superior to any city ser¬ 
vice or to any government this year 
as well as in 1969 was fire and res¬ 
cue service. Voters gave this ser¬ 
vice an “excellent minus” and rated 
it slightly better in 1973. This is 
significant in view of the exten¬ 
sive amount of criticism given to 
the volunteer fire and rescue squads 
by various county officials and the 
metropolitan press in recent years. 

No Cut in Expenditures 

Of the ten facilities and services 
that voters were asked to rate as 
to level of expenditures, there was 
strong sentiment expressed for in¬ 
creasing expenditures and very lit¬ 
tle interest in cutting expenditures. 
A majority of the respondents sup¬ 
ported increasing expenditures for 
the purchase of park lands, park 
improvements, park maintenance, 
sidewalk repairs and youth coun¬ 
seling. While the majority sup¬ 
ported keeping the same level of 
expenditures for new recreation 
facilities, recreation programs, pol¬ 
ice protection, street improvements 
and street maintenance, large min¬ 
orities favored increasing expendi¬ 
tures. The questionnaire did not 
ask if these voters were willing to 
pay more taxes in order to in¬ 
crease the expenditures. This is a 
question for which the new council 
will need an answer before voting 
for budget increases. 

New Facilities and Services 

Of the list of 29 facilities and 
services provided, only three were 
favored by a majority of the res¬ 
pondents in the sample—bicycle 
paths (65%) pedestrian - bicycle 
overpasses across major highways 
(63%), a,nd comfort station at lake 
park (56%). Seven other facilities 
were favored by more than 40% 
of the respondents - mini-bus ser¬ 
vice within city, (49%) housing for 
the elderly (48%), day care center 
(46%), indoor swimming pool (46%) 
floodlighted area for ice skating at 
lake (43%) artificial ice rink (40%) 
and nature trail (40%). 

Nine of the new facilities were 
also rated in 1969. None of those 
nine received majority support in 
either rating. Outdoor tennis 
courts, artificial ice rink, new foot¬ 
ball field, a mini-bike track, and a 
small zoo or animal farm did in-

crease somewhat in the percentage 
of supporters in the 1973 random 
sample. Support for the indoor 
swimming pool, new baseball field, 
and new softball field was about the 
same. One facility, the perimeter 
road, decreased in support sub¬ 
stantially (from 37% to 16%). In 
1969 it was felt this road would be 
needed to serve the new high school, 
the site for which was subsequently 
relocated. 

Day Care 

Although there is strong interest 
in a day care facility in Greenbelt, 
it is not clear whether the Ridge 
Road Center should be converted 
to that use. In the sample tabulation 
42% favored its use primarily as a 
day care center, 37% favored its 
use as a recreation center, and 21% 
expressed no opinion. If the Ridge 
Road Center is used as a day care 
center, 33% favored the city leas¬ 
ing it at cost to a non-profit or¬ 
ganization, and 29% favored rent¬ 
ing the facility to provide the city 
with a reasonable income. Only 13% 
favored the city operating a day 
care center, and 25% had no opin¬ 
ion. 

As to providing financial assis¬ 
tance to low income families whose 
children use a day care center, 
44% felt this should be done, 28% 
were opposed, and 28% did not re¬ 
spond. 

Difference Between Precincts 

On the whole, there was little dif¬ 
ference between the tabulations for 
the three precincts. Springhill 
Lakers, however, were more inclin¬ 
ed to spend money, and residents 
of the North End precinct were 
less inclined. For example, Spring¬ 
hill Lakers favored increasing ex¬ 
penditures for 8 of the 10 items 
listed, while in the North End ex¬ 
penditure increases were favored 
for .only 4 items. A majority of the 
Springhill Lake respondents sup¬ 
ported 8 of the 29 new facilities 
and services listed. North End re¬ 
spondents supported only 3. The 
Center precinct was in between but 
closer in thinking to the North 
End than Springhill Lake. As to the 
rating of city services and the ques¬ 
tions concerning day care, the three 
precincts varied in opinion only 
slightly. Also, while Springhill 
Lake’s support was stronger, the 
same new facilities and services 
received strong support in each 
area of the city. 

Center precinct did the best job 
of answering all the questions, ac¬ 
cording to the analysis of the ran¬ 
dom sample. Springhill Lake resi¬ 
dents failed to answer many of the 
questions. 

The final tabulation of the ques¬ 
tionnaires wil probably not be con- 
pleted for a month or so. These re¬ 
sults will be made known as soon 
as available.
